Draper Gives Estimate 
on Accord Under 
Which America Will 
Assume $400,000,000 


of British, Expenses. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Under Secretary. of the Army Wil- 
liam Draper today estimated fhe 
United States will spend around 
$1,200,000,000 in occupying Ger- 
many for 14 months, 

Draper made this estimate at a 
press conference in explaining 
how the new financial agreements 
with the British on German occu- 
pation expenses will increase 
American dollar contributions. 

Under the accord, the Unitéd 
States agrees to take over about 
$400,000,000 of Britain's occupa- 
tion expense for the 14-month 
period beginning last. Nov. 1. 

In exchange, Britain surrenders 
to the United States a dominant 
voice in deciding the policies of 
two key British-American econom- 
ic: agéncies in the combined zones, 

To carry out the agreement, the 
State Department must go to Con- 
gress for funds, with the possibil- 
ity the amount sought might en- 
counter opposition there.

The text of the agreement, 
signed yesterday after 10 weeks 
of discussion, was made public at 
the press conference attended by 
Draper, Assistant Secretary of 
State Willard Thorp, and Sir Wil- 
liam Strang, top British negoti- 
ator.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)-— 
Another billion bushel wheat crop 
in 1948—of which there have been 
onfty four in the nation’s history 
—appeared to be a possibility to- 
day on the basis of an Agricul- 
ture Department forecast. 

This outlook is considerably 
more favorable than was expected 
a few weeks ago, when drouth 
conditions hampered planting in 
wheat-producing sections of the 
Great Plains. The situation has 
improved since then. 

The Department predicted the 
fall-sown winter srop will yield 
838,705,000 bushels on the basis of 
Dec. 1 conditions. While no’ esti- 
mate could be given on the pos- 
sible production of’ spring wheat, 
to be seeded next spring, officials 
said that crop should amount to 
at least 275,000,000 bushels. 

The combined winter and spring 


crops would total about 1,113,000,- 
000 bushels. Wheat production for 
the 1936-45 period averaged 
890,306,000 bushels. 

Such a total crop, while com- 
paratively large, woyld fall short 
of this year’s record of 
1,364,000,000 bushels. 

It wotld not permit exports 
anywhere near the size of those 
of the past postwar years. For- 
.eign shipments test year were 
Rabout 400,000,000 bushels. This 


crop year they may approach 
500,000,000 bushels, 

Roughly about 900,000,000 
bushels of the 1948 crop will be 
needed for domestic use. Thus; 
supplies available for export 
would be in the neighborhood of 
about 300,000,000 bushels.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
The House today ordered an in- 
quiry by a special committee into 
Government and private specula- 
tion and activities on commodity 
markets. 

The House inquiry, under a res- 
olution sponsored by Representa- 


will deal with all Government 
operations in commodity markets 
and with the activities of individ- 
uals “in connection with the pur- 
chase or sale of commodities.” 

Although the language of its 
resolution for an investigation by 
a seven-man committee was broad 
in scope, House members ques 
tioned whether it could extend to 
members of Congress themselves. 

Majority Leader Halleck (Rep.), 
Indiana, contended that Congress 
members are included and should 
be covered by the resolution. Rep- 
resentative Combs (Dem.), Texas, 
took the view that Senators and 
Representatives are not included, 
but he insisted they should be. 
Combs said the inquiry should be 
made by a joint Senate-House 
committee instead of a House 
group alone. ! 

Many*representatives expressed 
the view-the House resolution is 
broad enough to cover “any indi- 
vidual in the United States Gov- 
ernment.” 

Representative Howard Smith 
(Dem.), Virginia, said he feared 
the investigation may become a 
“muck - raking expedition.” He 
suggested the whole matter of 
grain speculation could be cleared 
up by action authorizing Secretary 
of Agriculture Anderson to give 
Congress the information needed.

MAYOR ASKS COUNTY TO HELP 


DEVELOP AIRPORTS IN AREA 


Challenges Residents 


‘West of Skinker’ to 


Get Officials to Evolve. Program, 
set Aside Funds. 


; 


A challenge to assist in develop- 
ment of airports in the St. Louis 
area was hurled at St. Louis coun- 
ty last night by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, 

Speaking at a dinner of the Avi- 
ation Foundation of St. Louis, 
marking the forty-fourth anniver- 
sary of the first flight by the 
Wright brothers at Kitty Hawk, 
N.C., the Mayor said that in St. 
Louis county was one-third of the 
population and half of the wealth 
of the metropolitan area, 

“While St. Louis hasbeen plan- 
ning and building, what have the 
people of St. Louis county been 
doing?” he demanded, in a 
rhetorical question. 

“In the development of aviation, 
the only plana charted, the only 
building done, the only money 
spent has been by the City of 8t. 
Louis, You people who live west 
of Skinker boulevard—I challenge 
you to get your county officials to 
evolve a plan or a’ program, or 
even approve the St. Louis plan, 
which calls for 35 airports in the 
metropolitan area. Then ask 
them to show their sincerity by 
appropriating some money, voting 
some bonds.” 

Reviews City’s Activities, 

Mayor Kaufmann reviewed the 
activities of the city in airport de- 
velopment, noting that $8,000,000 
had , been spent on Lambert-St. 
Louis Municipal Airport and that 
“we propose to spend many mil- 
lions more.” He recalled that 
$4,000,000 had been spent in the 


last three years in the postwar |* 


expansion of Lambert Field and 
for acquisition of land for a sec- 


ond major airport at Columbia 


Bottoms. 

“The city of St. Louis is willing 
to provide the. major airports byt 
we must have help in the full pro- 
gram,” he asserted. “Where are 
the Chamber of Commerce of St. 
Louis county, the officials of St. 
Louis county and the many politi- 
cal units there? We must ask 
them to take an interest in avia- 
tion, too.” , 

The Mayor announced yester- 
day that he would push necessary 
legislation to put into effect the 
recommendation of the Govern- 
mental Research Institute that 
airport sdevelopment be turned 
over to a metropolitan area au- 
thority.

Joint Committee to In- 
clude It in State. Legis-

JEYVENSON CIT , Dee, 18—-A 
proposed new method of distribu- 
tion of state aid to the 8558 dis- 
tricts in the Missouri public school 
system was approved here today 
by the joint Senate and House 
Educational Survey ‘Committee, 
for inclusion in.a legislative pro- 
gram for reorganization of the 
school system. 

The plan, the third to be con- 
sidered by the legislative group, 
ig considered more equitable to 
both rural and city school districts 
than the present allocation sys- 
tem, established by the 1931 school 
law. 

While the plan was approved by 
the committee as a part of the 
| proposed Sarictetion, it is subject 
to actual check as to the effect 


' of all members of the committee 


on the various classes of districts, 
and the over-all cost, before legis- 
lative bills will be drafted to be 
introduced in the Legislature in 
January. 

Senator C, R. Hawkins of Brum- 
ley, chairman of the Legislative 
| Committee, said it was the belief 


that the proposed plan would be 
an improvement over the present 


system. 
He said a check of its effect 
would be made, however, by the 
igsourl Committee on Legislative 
ee fact-finding agency for 
ture, before the plan 
Pog ly recommended to the 

Legislature. 


“We want to know that this 
plan is not going to take anything 
away from any district,” Hawkins 
said, “and we want to be fair 
to both urban and rural school 
districts.” 

“Tf it is not fair to all districts, 
after we get the figures on its op- 


eration,” Hawkins said, “then we 


will change it.” 

The present method of distribu- 
tion of state aid to the public

‘Missouri commission's staff al- 
ready has been making a detailed 
analysis of .Southwestern Bell's 
earnings and other figures. The 
date of resumption*of the hearing 
Was set after a check by the com- 
mission to determine the time its 
staff needed for preparation for 
cross-examination of company wit- 
nesses. The engineering and ac- 
counting staff also will be pre- 
pared with’ evidence on its‘ o 
part. While the decision will be 
made on the basis of Missouri 
intrastate business; the commis- 
sion will consider also as a guide 
the relatively small additional 
amount of interstate operations 
by the company in Missouri. 
‘Opponents had sought even more 
time, at. least 90 days, for prepara- 
tion for cross-examination of the 
company witnesses.

The Deputy Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister declared that failure of the 
commission to reach agreement 
thas far on fundamental prin- 
ciples of control was “a source of 
self-satisfaction in certain influ- 
ential circles,” principally in the 
United States. 

He hoped “they will open. their 


eyes” and see that international 


atom control would be in the in- 
terest of all nations, including the 
United States, Gromyko said. 

His statement came during an 
argument against a working plan 
suggested’ by Alexandre Parodi, 
chairman of the working commit- 
tee, whereby delegates would next 
consider the structural and organ- 
izational prerequisites of a world 
agency for atom supervision. 

Gromyko insisted the commis- 
sion and its various committees 
should continue discussion of So- 
viet Union proposals not fully dis- 
cussed before completion of the 
second report. This suggestion 
previously had been’made by Sir 
Alexander Cadogan, United King- 
dom, and was not opposed by any 
delegation, nor by Parodi, 

Persisting in his. stand despite 
lack of opposition, Gromyko said 
a false impression of progress 
would: be reflected if the commis- 

sion proceeded to organizational 
details without solving fundamen- 
tal problems on which no agree- 
ment was in sight. 

“We would give the impression 
we are going ahead, making prog- 
ress,” he declared. “This impres- 
sion would be wrong.” He added 
that delegates must return to de- 
bate of fundamental issues and 
“do their best to reach agreement 
in this field.” 

He quoted American and British 
scientists supporting, his claim 
that Soviet recommendations had 
not been fully considered.

MoM“. years ago an executor was confronted 
with a difficult problem involving a face’ 


powder business. When the principal stockholder 
of this “one-man company” died and it came into 
the hands of his executors, one of its employees 


resigned and went into competition with it. He 
began the manufacture of a face powder very 
similar to the original one, packed it in a box that 
looked like the box in which the original brand 
was packed and sold it under a different brand 
name at.a lower price than the original product.

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Is It Worth the Bother? 


If the grain which goes into the manufacture 
of bourbon, rye and blended whiskies ended at 
the distillery, there would be a case, in this 
hungry world, for drastically reducing the pro- 
duction of liquor. Actually, however, the wet 
and dry mash salvaged after the whisky is made 
has two-thirds the feed value it had in the form 
of grain. Since this country will feed 300,000.- 
000 bushels of wheat and. much more of corn 
to cattle and hogs, the only real 1} 
distillery is a third of the feed value of. the 
grain involved. 

Our atthority, for these. statements is the 
feed chemists and grain statisticians of one of 
the country’s largest feed companies. Since the 
grain used at distilleries is a very small frac- 
tion of the total grain produced in this country, 
and since only a third of the feed value of that 
small portion is lost, is it worth while to impose 
on distillery workers the hardships of a. layoff, 
and on the consuming public the possible hard- 
ship of higher liquor prices due to reduced 
production? 

This is the real question in the fight between 
the distillers and Secretary of Agriculture 
Anderson over a proposed 30 per cent cut in 
the grain consumption of the nation’s distilleries.

If railroads go on ordering cars at their 

postwar snail’s pace of 1500 a year, it will 
take them 28 years to replace their 44,000 
antiquated coaches, Pullmans, diners and 
baggage -cars. Among these old rattlers 
are 5200 Pullman sleepers with an ayer- 
age age of 27 years 
and 15,000 coaches 
averaging 28 years! 
Even by 1950, the rail 
patron will at best 
have only one chance 
in six of getting on 
a new car. 


If they were really 
sincere, those who 
control the railroads 
would already have 
placed so many or- 
ders that manufac- 
turers would be gear- 
ing themselves up to 
reach an output of Robert R. Young 
15,000 passenger carg a year in 1949, to re- 
place today’s antiquated fleet by 1951. 


Railroads that plead poverty as an ex- 
cuse for their ancient cars are commit- 
ting a fraud and a lie on the public, Ex- 
perience shows that new cars so stimulate 
traffic that they not only pay off the mort- 


‘gage. but earn a handsome prestt, 


Belong to Us All 


The railroads, sentimentally and func- 
tionally, belong to us all, Intrinsically, they 
belong to 5,000,000 security holders and 73,- 
000,000 insurance policyholders. who, with 
their dependents, include nearly all of us. 


Strangely, the stewardship of this great 
heritage is not in the hands of the peo- 
ple — the owners — at all, It has been 
usurped and pirated by a small and selfish 
group of New York financiers apparently 
interested only in the devious ways in 
which they can turn those yast properties 
to their own use, 


For three generations Morgan and Kuhn 
Loeb dictated the policies of the railroads 
without having a dollar of permanent own- 
ership. Now and then, independent fig- 
ures like Harriman, Vanderbilt, Mellon, or 
Van Sweringen bobbed up with a substan- 
tial ownership interest, but eventually fi- 
nancial or social pressures brought them 
into line with the interests of the banking 
houses. The Harrimans and Mellons or- 
ganized their own banking firms, not to 
compete with, but to become mcrae to, 
the crieorcedaua tie masters. 


Injury by the Government 


This sorry state of things became accen- 
tuated in the '30s when more than 30 per 
cent of our mileage went into bankruptcy. 
With the help of the RFC, the ICC and 
other agencies of government, these rail- 
roads were put even more firmly into the 
hands of this small New York club. There 
has not been an insurance policyholder, to 
say nothing of a railroad security holder, 
who has not been injured in his estate, di- 
rectly or indirectly, by these unconscion- 
able reorganizations. 

The railroads and their suppliers carry 
huge New York bank balances which the 
Club can invest in Government bonds and 
enjoy the return. This is one reason why 
many of these bankrupt roads have left 


tens of millions of dollars lying idle in the 
banks. This money should long before 
have gone into paying off the RFC or into 
the purchase at a discount of the railroads’ 
bonds, which have gone begging for bids 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 


The bankers have other motives for not 
using these cash balances providently, To 
extinguish a railroad’s debt is to make it 
impossible for the bankers to profit by 
refinancing these bonds again .and still 
again. These bankers enjoyed the unique, 
if improper and unfair, advantage of being 
on both the buying.and selling sides of 
nearly every bond deal in’ America. They 
were thus able to fix their own “take.” 


No Incentive to Modernize 


These railroads have no incentive to mod- 
ernize their equipment as long as they can 
satisfy their boss, the banker, by doing 


‘things the easy way. To make sure that 


some one of the 135 railroads did not slip 
up and embarrass them by . introducing 
something new, they went to the lengths of 
drawing up agreements, it is charged by 
the Justice Department, to do such amazing 
things as disconnect the air-conditioning 
in cars of a handful of progressive rail- 
roads when these cars came onto their 
lines. The department charges that they 
agreed to limit and restrain advertising; 
limit schedules to the speed of the slowest; 


‘and prohibit movies, radio and other im- 


provements. | 


American business did not become great 
by agreements not to improve service and 
facilities. No business can prosper in the 
hands of adverse interests or defeatists. 
Those men who do not believe in the fu- 
ture of the railroad industry, or who have 
conflicting interests, ought to get out—or 
be driven out. 


Spiral Down to Ruin 


Unless there is a change in railway pol- 
icies, the demand for travel will decline 
until train operation and schedules are re- 
duced to the point where passenger serv- 
ice may virtually disappear. The same 
vicious circle will operate in the freight 
field, because of the superior courtesy and 
service offered by new and more progtes- 
sive media. 


Then further inroads will be made in 


freight revenues, to the point where rail- 
roads will be left only such bulk commodi- 
ties as coal and ore, Then, the railroads will 
have to be subsidized by the taxpayer as 
they are in many other countries where 
transportation costs are 10 times as high 
as here. Just as our economy has always 
prospered where there was cheap and ef- 
ficient transportation, and declined where 
there was not, so may our vast industrial 
and transportation machines both decline 
together.

picayune, which is another 

word for petty, or small, the 
implication is that they are small 
in money matters—which makes an 
appropriate metaphor, for picayune 
was formerly the name of a small 
coin, 

This was the Spanish ,half-real, 
valued at about 6% cents, which 
in Louisiana and other Southern 
states was called a picayune, and 
it is. easily understandable how 


the word would be extended to ' 


designate anything of paltry value, 
or, in a person, the quality of be- 
ing petty. rasuee 

It may be of interest that the 
term was applied, subse- 
quently, to the coin we now call a 
nickel, and that this was known 
also as a fippeny bit, the latter 
sometimes contracted to fif. 

The derivation of picayune is 
from the French picaillon, the 
name of an old copper coin of 
Piedmont, France, The term was 
adopted in those parts of the West- 
ern Hemisphere where there was 
French colonization—in the Carib- 
«bean as well as in our own South- 
ern, and into the Southwest states. 

Thus—another word which has 
traveled, gained interest and color 
on the way, and come to anchor- 
age in our common idiom.

Convenient Gift

IGH on the list of much-ap- 

preciated. Christmas gifts for 

the college girl or any female 
who gets away from home even 
for brief trips is a travel iron. 

These irons weigh from 2 to 2% 
pounds as a rule, and have han- 
dies that are released by a trigger 
or similar gadget so that they can 
be folded down to an amazingly 
flat package. Usually you'll have 
a choice of a heat indicator—the 
dial identified according to fabric 
heat needs or by the degrees of 
heat. Cords are usually in six-foot 
lengths, and detachable, 

The travel fron is stripped down 
to essentials in order to keep it 
light enough to be easily portable. 
Too, the heating element is gen- 
erally around 500 watts, in con- 
trast to the 1,000-watt elements 
that so many larger irons’ have.
